The insertion of ihe "I-'cnulh" Tuesday was regarded 


as a palpable clerical error, bin it is there nixl. the court evidently has given 


the discrepancy the greatest wei^hl in deeJarinx thai the election was illegal. 


But now thai the point bus been raised, ivhat can lie done abonl it? It 


ia open to any citizen to petition ihe attorney general to bring quo warranto 
proceedings to determine by what rij;l)t any official' elected under the charter 
holds ofti'ee, and asking tho court to issue a writ of ouster if it be found 
that said official were not icgally elected. 
Such a writ would invalidate the 


entire city election; but in passing upon such a petition the court might, and 
in all probability would, ruie thai the election was liiya! as having been held 
in accordance with ihe intent of the legislature. Otherwise, if the court 
could not so decide then a new ciection would be necessary,'unless the court 
should also find that the act is void as the lawyers say 
for 
"want of 


certainty." 


Thus the most unfavorable decision would bring either 
a 
new 
city 


election with the same ticket or thcTrosloration of the old city charter. We 
are not inclined to the belief that Judj;e Hammond's incidental decision will 
bring about such an overturn in our municipal government as would be im- 
plied in a decision invalidating the election or even the charter itself. 
The 


mistake should have been corrected by the legislature as soon as discovered. 
Now it is not unlikely that even for political reasons, the issue will be pushed 
to a finality. \Ve hope that our city will not be brought into any discreditable 
or injurious complication as a result of what at the time seemed to be an 


unimportant technicality.

\Yhile other great nations increase their appropriations for new battle- 


ships it would be bad policy.for the United Slates to take a backward step. 
The new alliances being formed in the East render it more necessary than 
ever to keep our licet up to the highest possible standard. \Ve have not only 
tc enforce the Monroe doctrine but to defend the Philippines at such a great 
distance away thai if we got into a conflict with Japan it would then be 
apparent that if we sent a sufficient naval force to the Philippines our large 
coast line at borne would be left defenseless. 


While England is building four battleships a year the United States 


should build at least one, and any political party that opposes the upkeep of 
pur fleet will not meet the approval of the people at large. The democrats 


-should not only authorize the building of a battleship this year but they 


should adopt some policy favorable to the growth of a merchant marine. 
Now that the Panama canal is soon to open it will be a national disgrace 
if the American flag is not seen upon a reasonable number of the trading 
ships passing through. 
The democratic, party soon to lake charge of the 


government should adopt a progressive policy, not only in regard to in- 
creasing the power o£ the fleet but also in building up a merchant marine 
that will relieve ns from the ridiculous position of having most of our com- 
merce conducted in foreign bottoms.
